Some criticize WCRC 
for airport involvement

To some people, logic dictates that a 
port authority should deal specifically 
with seaports, a utilities commission 
with public utilities, and a road com- 
mission with roads. 


Yesterday’s election results were 
not complete when The Romulus 
Roman went to press early this 
morning. So rather than provide 
readers with an inaccurate ac- 
counting of the primary election 
today, a decision to delay coverage 
was made

Romulus voters went to the polls 
yesterday to decide the fate of six 
proposed changes in their c'ty’s 
charter, along with choosing party 
nominees for seven state and federal 
offices and 10 judges. 

IN YESTERDAY’S election three 
men were vying for a new judgeship 
in the 3Uh District Court. They were 
Fred H. Hogan, William J. Szlinis 
and Henry Zaborowski.

To others, however, that doesn’t 
seem to follow. 

Amid the intricacies of the current 
legal battle between Romulus and the 
Wayne County Road Commission 
(WCRC) over a runway expansion 
program at the WCRC -operated Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport, accusations have 


inadvertently referred to the can- 
didates as either Democrats or 
Republicans. The judge’s race is 
non-partisan. 

Although Zaborowski is a Democrat, 
The Romulus Roman incorrectly 
identified him as a Republican in that 
story. The Romulus Roman regrets this 
error. 

UN THE ELECTION the charter 
amendments on the ballot included 
one which would shorten the time 
the city budget is on file with the city 
4 clerk prior to public hearing, plus 
* several onenriments to alter city 
purchasing regulations via bidding. 

In addition, voters were asked to 
decide whether to allow the city to 
set the administrative salaries of the 
administrative secretaries to the 
mayor, clerk and treasurer at the 
average of that position of only those 
cities in Wayne County with full- 
time elected officials. 


arisen that the WCRC should not have 
anything to do with the airport, but 
rather it should confine itself to road 
repair. 

NOT ONLY the homeowners who 
stand to be affected by any runway 
expansion at the airport are com- 
plaining, but Romulus Mayor Terry L 
Troutt also has questioned the logic of 
having the airport controlled by the 
WCRC 

All critics of the WCRC’s handling of 
the airport have charged the com- 
mission with d fluting its talents by 
having its fingers in too many pies In 
addition to the airport and roads, the 
WCRC overseas the Hines Parkway 
System and several sewer and water 
programs. 

"Hie county roads are terrible,” 
charged Troutt. "Especially some of 
the county roads in Romulus. The 
WCRC should stick to fixing roads in- 
stead of getting involved in airports.” 

WCRC Chairman Michael Berry 
disagreed, however, citing the com- 
mission’s experience in airport 
operation as a valuable commodity. 

• THE WCRC HAS the staff, so why 
not utilize that experience?” he said 
He said the commission has governed 
the Airport since it first opened several 
decades ago, and the knowledge in 
airport management obtained by the 
WCRC is invaluable. 

In fact, Berry noted that a study 
made three years ago by the Citizens 
Advisory Council resulted in the 
WCRC’s airport being named as the 
"best run agency" in Michigan. 

‘That is proof of its effectiveness,” 
he said. "It’ll put its record against any 
agcr.cy in the nation ”, 

Local officials *have suggested the 
establishment of an airport authority, 
consisting of local people who can more 
closely relate to the problems the 
airport could create in the community. 
Such an idea is not feasible, Berry said. 

yA SEPARATE airport authority 
would have to have separate staff, 
architects and engineers,” he ex- 


plained. "It would be a duplication of 
efforts. The costs would be 
astronomical and the people of Wayne 
County are burdened enough with 
taxes. 

“This seems to me to be an ideal 
situation as it is. This agency 
established the first method of finan- 
cing airports and it was copied by 
airports al over the country. It is a self- 
sustaining facility and it doesn’t cost 
taxpayers one cent in tax money. 

“That’s something not many agen- 
cies can sav." 

According to WCRC General Legal 
Counsel John Cushman, a state 
aeronautics code, established more 
than 20 years ago, delegates airport 
authority in counties with a population 
of at least one million to the county’s 
road commission.

City, township officials eye end to job skid

The Romulus and Huron Township 
representative on the Wayne County 
Board ol Commissioners has asked the 
board to create a committee of 
"community experts” to seek methods 
of halting the county’s current em- 
ployment skid. 

Edgar L Harris, 26th District 
commissioner, covering Romulus, 
Huron Township, Flat Rock, Taylor and 
Rockwood, said the declining number 
of jobs and new businesses and in- 
dustries in the county is cause for 
alarm and should be checked. 

”1 found out it is going way down 
in jobs and in the number of businesses 
the county is losing,” Harris said, 
referring to the discovery he made 
while reading a U.S. Department of 
Commerce report showing the decline

THE REPORT showed that between 
1962 and 1972, the number of businesses 
in the county dropped from 44,416 to 
35,858 Most of the loss, however, was 
among firms with fewer than three 
employees. 

Thenumberof firms with 500 or more 
employes dropped from 221 ill 1968 to 
214 in 1972. 

Harris said that ip 1969, 956,354 people 
were employed in the county, but the 
number droped to 922,705 in 1970 and 
903,510 in 1972. 

”Ei0ity-iive per cent of the county’s 
working people depend on their 
paychecks from commercial and in- 
dustrial businesses,” he said. "When 
you lose this many jobs, you’re hur- 
ting.” He said the decline in new firms 


workers delayed ratification of the

Revisions to food stamp are issued 


Revisions and amendments 
to the U S food stamps 
program were issued recently 
by the Food and Nutrition 
Service iFNSf of the federal 
Department of Agriculture, 
based on a Supreme Court 
decision that the '‘tax 
dependency” and related- 
ness” provision* of the old 


program were un- 
constitutional 

The regulations implement 
amendments to the Food 
Stamp Act contained in the 
Agriculture and Consumer 
Protection Act of 1973, and 
became effective when 
published in the Federal 
Register on July 15. 


States are required to 
complete implementation of 
the changes which directly 
relate to certification of 
households by Nov 1 for all 
new applications and by 
March 1, 1975 for all other 
householcfe 

TIIF NEW provisions in 
elude broaden eligibility 



categories to include the 
elderly in federally-sponsored 
housing, and drug addicts and 
alcoholics in privale, non- 
profit residential treatment 
facilities 

It also allows the elderly to 
use food stamps to purchase 
meals in specified communal 
dining situations. 

The program requires 
states to give welfare 
recipients the option to have 
the costs of their coupons 
deducted from their grant and 


the coupons mailed to them 
States must implement this by 
July 1, 1975. ' 

Recipients affected by the 
unavoidable breakdown of 
food stamp equipment are 
allowed to apply for 
stamps under emergency 
eligibility standards. 

Income include the actual 
value of housing received in 
kind from an employer can not 
exceed $25 per month 


Households living in remote 


areas of Alaska can use food 
stamps to purchase certain 
hunting and fishing equipment 
for procuring food. 

Recipients must be citizens 
of the United States or legally 
food . permanent residents 

The program bans par- 
ticipation by strikers once a 
court has deemed the strike 
illegal, and reduces from 15 to 
10 days the advance notice 
period given households 
whose benefits are being 
reduced or terminated

IN NEW YORK City and 
adjacent New Jersey, the New 
York and New Jersey Port 
Authority governs airports, he 
explained, while the Boston 
Port Authority operates 
Logan Field in that city.

Berry said each of those 
authorities is "under attack 
constantly,” although they 
have been rated highly in their 
airport operational duties.

Jerry Ford, Up Close: Chapter 7 


Editor’s note: What kind of president would Jerry Ford 
make. There’s no answer to that question, about Ford or 
anyone else, but his long record provides many a clue, 
detailed here in the final chapter of “Jerry Ford, Up Close”. 

t 

“I am the first Eagle Scout vice-president of the United 
States,” Jerry Ford said this with pride, as much in 
having been an Eagle Scout in Grand Rapids high school 
days as in becoming the first vice-president by nomination to 
Congress. 

The remark came in a revealing disquisition by Jerry F ord 
on his career 

Ford, on taking national office, was hailed by the national 
media as a real Midwest square-anything but astute. He was 
politician enough to see the advantage in this and realist 
enough to accept what basis it had. And not to apologize for it. 

“IT DIDN’T BOTHER me at all, really,” Ford said. 
“Because in the first place I didn’t think it was true and I 
don’t think there’s anything wrong with being typically 
Midwestern. I heard a commentator say, or 1 would read 
what one had written, that I was ’plodding,’ or ‘dull’ or 
‘noncharismatic.’ 

“My answer on a television interview was I’d rather be 
plodding and get something done than have charisma and 
accomplish nothing, which is about the best summary I could 
give.” 

Was that part of his political philosophy? Definitely yes. 

“I’ve always believed that you take a political job, or get 
one, you do it; you get another assignment, you do it. And if 
the ball bounces your way or you get a break, you’re 
prepared for the next assignment, and in the process you’ve 
earned the opportunity to qualify. 

••SO I DON'T HAVE any hesitancy in standing ud for a 


person who does a job If he does it well, he merits con- 
sideration for the next job.” 

The act of preparation for the next rung up the ladder was 
not accidental? 

”1 never neglected an opportunity to be prepared for the 
next step," he added. “Put it that way.” 

If the vice-president would tolerate a hypothetical 
question, what would have to happen before he lost that great 
loyalty to the President? There was a pause. 

••THE PRESIDENT has assured me personally — not once 
but a number of times — that he had no prior knowledge of 
Watergate, no involvement in the coverup, and I fully believe 
it... I suppose any evidence that undercut that personal 
assurance really would be about as disappointing as I could 
imagine...” 

Aide Robert Hartmann had put it more succinctly, he said : 
“If Ford ever became convinced anyone lied to him, it would 
be terminal 

Ford himself had nothing whatsoever to lose by his loyalty 
to Nixon. As long as he believed Nixon, .and he gave every 
sign of believing, he could do w r hat he told innumerable 
newsmen he wanted: he could be vice-president. 

Should the king fall by hands of others, President Gerald R. 
Ford would not have to answer to any man. 

FORD INSISTED HE was sincere in saying he had no 
intention of seeking the presidential nomination of his party. 


He noted he would be 63 at the end of 1976, with “two children 
through college and the others halfway.” “We will have the 
means, and hopefully the health, to do some things I missed 
out on,” he said. “I have not gone as far as to say what 
Sherman did, 'neither campaign, nor serve if elected.' 

“I don’t think I should, but I am sincere in saying I have no 
intention of being a candidate in 1976. It explains why I can be 
more frank. Why I can be critical one day and supportive the 
next day, of the President Because I am not trying to curry 
favor for a political base in 1976.” 

Ford had other things to say in interviews totaling more 
than three hours. 

On the subject of foreign policy Ford said: “The nation 
wants no more Vietnams,” but if Saigon should appear in 
danger of falling he would not rule out a resumption of the 
bombing of North Vietnam. 

“YOU HAVE TO KEEP your options open,” he added 

If he had been President, would Ford have sought to 
reestablish relations with Red China? 

“No, not with my record of 23 years’ opposition,” Ford 
said. “I probably would have been reluctant. But I approve of 
the policy, and I would hope when the time came. I would 
have been flexible enough to listen to reasons advanced by a 
person such as Kissinger ..(Secretary of State Henry). 

“Had I been given the arguments I am sure Kissinger 
gave, I hope my previous unbending policy might have been 
flexible.”

Candidate discussion 'frightful'

It’s a bit insightful, and somewhat frightful, to talk 
with some Western Wayne County candidates seeking 
public office on the county, state and national level 

Although there are many who are willing to place their 
names before the voters, it seems as though there are 
some who refuse to place any effort into studying the 
needs of their districts for the campaign. 

One incumbent said “The incumbent always has the 
advantage in the campaign because he has dealt with the 
issues for several years before he runs again.” 

BUT THEN, those same incumbents, the ones with the 
background, cannot or will not talk to the issues, but speak 
around them instead. 

It’s because challengers display a poorer un- 
derstanding, not from lack of knowledge, but from lack of 
effort. / 

Said one challenger when contacted for an interview ; “I 
hope you’ll be easy on me, because I’m sure you un- 
derstand the issues much more than me.” 

My answer was: “I shouldn’t if you’re going to hold the 
office.” 

HOPEFULLY the voters will see through his facade, 
and keep him out of office 

But then, the voters don’t really know the issues 
themselves, and often rely on word of mouth or per- 
sonalities to make a decision 

How many times have I heard: “I wouldn’t vote for that 
guy, because he thinks he’s big stuff.” 

Arrogance doesn’t turn me on, but arrogance with 


knowledge earns more points on my score card than 
humility combined with a lack of knowledge 
IF IT WASN'T so serious, it would be amusing to 
analyze the facade each candidate places before the 
reporter in the interview room. 

There’s always the righteous warrior who talks about 
“my opponent’s lack of integrity, or intelligence or 
knowledge; while his own qualities prove lacking 
At least this year there is a change 
No candidate is breast-beating and shouting louder on 
anv one issue than the other. 

TWO YEARS ago the candidate meetings were a bit 
disgusting because each candidate wanted himself rated 
on a scale of ten on the busing issue 
Although each was informed the newspaper wasn’t 
interested in a countv commissioner’s or state 
representative’s stand on busing, the candidate would 
beat his breast at every opportunity to inform the paper 
how tough he was against it. 

The paper’s philosophy was, if everyone’s against it, 
what’s to give the votters a choice? 

And the answer was “the real issues”— which turned 
out to be the real matters few candidates wish to deal 
with 

An incumbent runs on his sheltered record each year 
He has an explanation for each vote, and if he’s not 
questioned on it, even the lamest is never brought to 
public 

It happens because the challengers want to talk about 
topics which take little effort to understand and can be 


discussed in hundreds of different ways with the same 
message 

Every candidate is against big government, against * 
inflation and for the little man 

But few- can say how they will stop big government, how 
they will cope with inflation and how they will help the 
little man. 

It’s because they need time, and effort, to develop a plan 
of attack, and few are willing to take it. 

The next logical step in this story may be to name 
names of candidates who falter in their thinking and to 
praise those who don’t. 

But then, does the newspaper perform a service? 

1 could determine who I would vote for and who I would 
vote against based on conversations I’ve had with the 
candidates 

Most of their logic or illogic has been recorded in the 
news columns 

And now, it’s up to the voters to sort the statements out 
before they go to the polls. 

Separate the wheat from the chaff was the way the Bible 
put it. 

It’s unfortunate, but in many instances, the candidate 
who receives the support at the polls will be the one who 
appears to be the “lesser of two evils” rather than the one 
with the most quality 

And its the fault of the voter, because the voters refuse 
to choose qifality and allow people of little quality to sneak 
by them in times of weakness. 

I refuse to lump myself into the category with the rest of 
the voters, because I attempt to stay on top of the issues. 


Resignation an 'option' 

Nixon faces his greatest crisis

One senses here the calm before the storm Mr 
Nixon has made much of the crises in his life, and 
much of the fact that he has surmounted them by 
action He now must be thinking that this is the 
greatest crisis of all 

The question of what action he will take to meet it 
may be as important to the rest of us as it is to him 

It is not in Mr Nixon’s character to lake no ac- 
tion This present pose — the lonely arrival and 
departure from the airport, the silent holing up in 
the Oval Office, the patient bearing of outrageous 
fortune — it cannot last He will come out raging 
The question is how 


SOME PEOPLE think that resignation for the 
first time seriously is being considered as an op- 
tion," to use one of Mr Nixon’s favorite words 
They think the President misread his situation 
while he was in California and they cite the 
statements of presidential aides Ron Ziegler and 
Dean Burch as evidence for their view 
Only a man who didn’t quite understand how far 
the deliberative process had gone, they argue, could 
have permitted his aides to pose such epithets as 
kangaroo court" and hired gunmen’ to the calm 
and gentle reasoning of the House Judiciary 
Committee 

Now that he is back in Washington, so say the 
believers in the resignation option, Mr Nixon will 
understand readily that the impeachment process 


has gamed momentum, that he has little chance to 
win in the House and that conviction in the Senate no 
longer seems improbable 
UP TO NOW. the President’s aides have been 
counting on Southern Democrats to join con- 
servative Republicans in unimpeachable solidarity. 
But the vote in the House committee makes that 
outcome seem less sure 

If the certified conservative James Mann (D- 
S.C.) can come down eloquently on the side of im- 
peachment, who is to be so sure that Sen. John 
Stennis (D-Miss.) - once he has similarly studied 
Resignation, it is argued, would give Mr Nixon 
some proof against obloquy — perhaps also against 
further revelations of misconduct — and a platform 
in retirement as one who had been wronged. 


IIE AGREED THE PACE of history — particularly its bad 
news — seemed to be accelerating, but this did not mean life 
in the United States had not been good, could not be good in 
backing, made it possible for a tremendous gain with a 
negotiated settlement between Egypt and Israel. 

Ford conceded there had been many shocks to the nation’s 
consciousness, inflation, a fuel crisis, “Watergate and all its 
ramifications.” 

What “ramifications,” for instance? 

Well, ITT for one. The “milk funds" for another He felt: 
“They would not have been investigated, or investigated as 
thoroughly, had it not been for the Watergate burglary.” 
SHOULD THEY have been investigated? 

“Yes,” he said. 

If Ford could do just one thing for the American people, one 
only but the choice his, what would he choose? He thought 
about it a long time. 

“As I look at the nation's problems, anything I could do to 
restore public credibility and faith in our government,” he 
said “Why do I pick that? Because if the American people 
have i full and strong faith in their government, it gives the 
leaders of our government bigger clout both at home and 
abroad. 

“Now I don't mean to say that because our President’s 
popularity is low today, he can’t solve the Middle East 
controversy, because the evidence is his appointee, with his 
-BUT GENERALLY I think you can say if the American 
people believe in their leaders, believe in the government, 
the system, it makes it easier for whoever is running the 
country to achieve results.” 

In describing his role as he and the President had discussed 
it, he said: “The President wants me to be very active with 
the Congress and expects me to do a great deal of getting out 
and helping in the political arena. 

“Everything I’ve been told from the outset has 
materialized. I see him anytime I want to. I talk to him 
anytime I want to. And if anything, it’s been better than what 
I envisaged. 

“It’s different than what a lot of people thought was the 
case People have been disappointed with what vice- 
presidents have been told they could do In my case I’m 
pleased and optimistic 

BUT WAS A “STRONG” vice-president, a vice-president 
who marched to his own drum, possible in the American 
system? No observer of the American system thought so 
What kind of President would Jerry Ford be? Fair to 
adequate, most likely. But it makes no sense to ask the 
question without also asking : What would be his inheritance? 
To whom is he to be compared? Every new President finds 
himself guided and shaped not only by his own beliefs and 
plans, but first by the commitments of his predecessor 
Truman presided over the dawn of the atomic era, 
although he hadn’t known what an atom bomb was when he 
took the oath of office. Eisenhower had to end Truman’s war 
in Korea . Kennedy had to decide on an invasion of Cuba set in 
train before his presidency; Johnson found himself with 
commitments to aid Vietnam, give full equality to the 
nation's blacks and save the big cities; Nixon inherited a war 
in Vietnam, creeping inflation and a cold war with the 
Communist world. What kind of legacy was Nixon shaping? 

Ominous Nixon s State of the Union message to Congress 
and to the people via television the last of January 1974, was 
totally unrealistic The guts of it were not even in the text 
That he was not going to resign, that he would serve out his 
term, and that “one year of Watergate is enough." 

HIS FAMILY IN the gallery led a feeble ovation that 
looked better on TV than it was in actuality. 

Vice-president Ford sat behind and above Nixon at the 
lectern, unaware that he was just as visible to the millions 
watching television as the President was. There was a grim, 
concerned look on his face that did not change throughout the 
47 minute speech. 

Nixon promised “no recession,” although everybody knew 
one was just around the corner. The President’s own 
economic message two days later pointed to a recession plus 
inflation. 

While the worst was yet to come for millions of Americans, 
the price inflation already was disastrous for the urban poor, 
the elderly on Social Security or small pensions, working 
women who headed families and, of course, the majority of 
the big-city blacks. _ 4i _ _ f . 

NIXON S “POLLYANNAESQUE” State of the Union 
message drew ironic response from working men and women 
as well as from independent economists and syndicated 
columnists. If he had any credibility left, that message 
finished it. A majority of the Congress sat glowering and did 
not applaud. Perhaps that was why Ford had looked so glum. 
The United States was in a bad way. 

By what logic did the detractors of Jerry Fords in- 
telligence think he could do worse than Johnson or Nixon? If 
he just sat in the White House and let Kissinger coddle the 
Arabs and Israelis, delegated economic policy to competent 
and honest men, told the truth to the people and raised taxes 
on economic fat cats, he could become a folk hero. 

Timing would be important of course. If Ford took over 
early, with almost three years to go and the worst of the 
economic chickens coming home to roost, then he might b> 
1976 be another Herbert Hoover — in spite of anything he 
could do about it. He could not — and by temperament would 
not — junk Nixon’s policies overnight 
FORD GENUINELY had no ambition to be President He 
would have been a fool not to realize he was closer to it than 
most vice-presidents, and improvident if he did not prepare 
himself for the eventuality But being prepared was the 
hallmark of Ford’s life. . , 

Ford had made it clear that he would retain Secretary of 
State Kissinger and the foreign policy Kissinger was trying to 
execute. That he also would continue the detente with Russia 
and the exploration of normal relations with China. He talked 
of “flexibility,” as if it were a newly discovered asset 
When it came to markets and money matters, Ford would 
have to depend on wise and expert advisers He knew next to 
nothing about commodity-futures markets, the intricacies of 
the farm economy, nor the jungle of the petroleum world. 

Ford, the perennial hawk, would continue big military 
budgets. And he would not hesitate to call a Russian bluff — 
or fight if he became convinced the time had come to fight or 

surrender. 4} 4 . 

ONE FEARS FORD might be even more conservative than 
Nixon on domestic social programs He always distrusted the 
“giveaway" philosophy, as conservative Republicans called 
it He would not knowingly let a sparrow starve, but big 
concepts such as a federally guaranteed personal minimum 
income just plain scared Jerry Ford. 

He would listen to advisers, to experts in their own fields 
Other people were Jerry Ford’s books He was a much more 
outgoing man than Nixon. And therefore, he would have a 
better sense of what was going on in the nation, what the 
people were thinking and saying. 

But a babe in the woods he would not be * Poor, dull, 
Jerry ’’ as Alice Roosevelt Longworth called him, had been 
in Washington twenty-five years And he had stayed clean. 
He lacking the ambition of a Nixon — and the desire for 
money that Nixon displayed - could stand up to any 
monopoly and demand to investigate corporate looting But 
he would always believe in a fair return on invested capital 
One could understand him believing and saying, as 
Coolidge had, that the business of America is business 
A FRIEND WHO KNEW Ford well for many years said: 
“How many intellectual Presidents have we had. anyway? 
Few And it takes a great moment for a man to be great. No 
great moment has come to Jerry yet. It is yet obscure to us 
what his capacity for growth may be 
“He has a broad knowledge of federal government, broad 
as that of any man He has no Bebe Rebozo peering over his 
shoulder. He has a sense of timing; he’s lucky He’s so 
darned honest. Yet there is an inscrutability about Jerry:

Get the best buy 


When every cent of your paycheck counts 


If you’re looking to the 
forces of consumerism to halt 
therise of food prices, prepare 
for disappointment. 

* ‘Short ages of food die to 
farmers being forced out of 
business are more important 
in determining good prices,” 
says Mary Zehner, Michigan 
State University extension 
agriculutral economics 
specialist. 

"Consumers are stuck with 
high prices and there’s not 
really much they can do about 
it.” 

‘‘You do stiD have control 
over your food-buying dollar, 
however,” she said, "and you 
can improve your shopping 
skills to get the most food 
value for the money you have 
to spend.” 

CONSUMERS ARE going to 
have to improve their 
credibility. You say you'll do 
anything and everything to 
keep your food costs down, but 
what you buy doesn’t back 
that up Look at last year’s 
most successful food items, 
for example: prepared dinner 
mixes, cake mixes, snack 
foocfc, cereals — the big 
winners were the new 


"natural'’ cereals — and 
stuffing mixes These are the 
items you bought most, and 
they a re not the choices a food 
shopper makes who is really 
trying hard to save 

You do have options, 
however, choices you can 
make that will save you 
money Some of these options 
include when and how long to 
shop 

You tend to spend about 50 
cents for every minute you 
spend strolling through the 
supermarket If you forget 
something your first trip and 
have to go back again, you can 
count on spending an average 
of $7 — most of it on things you 
never intended to buy 

Impulse buying can cost 
you. too. an example is the 
purchase of a package of hot 
dogs The hot dogs don’t cost 
so much by themselves But 
by the time you’ve bought hot 
dog buns, chips, pickles, 
mustard and catsup to go w ith 
them, you’ve added a sizeable 
amount to your grocery tab 

BE ESPECI ALLY wary of 
impulse purchases when they 
first enter the store You're 
more susceptible to buying 


things you really didn’t intend 
to buy when you have an 
empty cart and and a full 
purse 

Shopping when you’re 
hungry, shopping with a friend 
and shopping with husband or 
children are all discouraged 
Shopping with a friend can 
mcreaseyour food spending 10 
per cent, on the average, and 
shopping with the family still 
more. 

Planning menus, making a 
shopping list and reading 
newspaper ads are tactics 
shoppers are using more and 
more in these days of high 
prices They are also taking 
advantage of store specials 
and using cents - off coupons 

The economist offered some 
tips on finding the best buy: 

—BREAD. Since bread is 
usually served by the slice, the 
price per slice rather than the 
^riceper ounce should be your 
guide 

—Milk Price generally 
increases with the fat content. 
Nonfat dry milk is usually the 
cheapest, followed by skim- 
med milk, lowfat and whole 
milk Compare the prices of 
various types and sizes of

Home economist June Sears 
advises seniors to cook the 
right amount of food so that 
leftovers won’t go down the 
garbage disposal 
Here’s a reape for Spinach 
soup, an easily prepared and 
nulricious meal addition that 
makes two 1 and one-third cup 
servings 


Chop and cook o.ie-third cup 
spinach Add a 10 1 -; oz can of 
condensed cream of chicken 
soup. 1 and one-third cups 
milk and season with salt and 
pepper 
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containers. Often the price per 
gallon varies according to how 
the milk is packaged: quarts, 
half-gallons or gallons, paper 
carton or plastic jug 

— Dairy products Check the 
pull date That is the last day 
the item can be sold It will be 
stamped somewhere on each 
mi lk con ta iner, cottage cheese 
carton, cheese wrapper, etc. 
Stores often mark down items 
nearing their pull date If your 
family can consume the food 
within a few days, the marked 
down p*pduct is a bargain. If 
not, it is food wasted. And you 
have to pay far the food you 
waste as weD as the food you 
eat. 

—Margarine. The same 
brand will vary in price 
depending on the form: stick, 
soft or whipped. You can 
usually save 6 or 7 cents by 
buying the stick margarine. 

PACKAGED BISCUITS and 
cookies. These items, usually 
found in your store’s dairy 
department, represent one 
area where do-it-yourself can 


provide a substantial savings. 

—Eggs If storage capacity 
and egg consumption warrant, 
you can save a few cents by 
buying the three-dozen 
package rather than the one- 
dozen carton. Grade AA is a 
little fresher and generally 
higher in overall quality than 
grade A, but grade A is still 
plenty good. 

Egg size is a matter ol 
weight. Medium eggs weigh 21 
ounces per dozen, large eggs 
24 ounces and extra large 27. 
Because you use eggs one by 
one, medium eggseanoften be 
a savings. Though many 
recent recipes suggest using 
large eggs, you can use 
medium eggs without af- 
fecting the quality of the 
finished product. 

—Potatoes. Idaho potatoes 
are great for baking and 
mashing, but for versatility 
you can’t beat the Michigan 
potato. Instant mashed 
potatoes are now comparable 
in price to do-it-yourself-from- 
scratch mashed potatoes.

Marinated vegetables 
add pizzazz to meal

make the most of vegetables.- 
A change from the usual hot 
cooked vegetables are those 
marinated, chilled and served 


cold with a dressing of 
mayonnaise. 

First, combine two-thirds 
cups com oil. U cup lemon 
juice, ‘a teaspoon salt, 
teaspoon tarragon and a dash 
of pepper Put in separate 
bowls one cup of cooked sliced 
carrots; a cup fresh cooked 
corn. »4 pound of sliced fresh 
mushrooms; 16 asparagus 
stalks, cooked; one head of 



lettuce, cut in wedges;, and 
sliced tomatoes. 

Pour the marinade over 
each and marinate two hours, 
stirring occasionally Drain. 

Arrange ma ri na t ed 
vegetables, lettuce and 
tomatoes on platter Mix 
together real mayonnaise and 
2‘ tablespoons marinade 
Serve as the dressing for the 
vegetables. Makes 4 servings. 

Smaller quantities of 
vegetables can be used to 
make portions for one or two.

Veterans utilize Gl Bill benefits for study 


Increasing numbers of veterans, ser- 
vicemen, dependents and survivors are 
studying outside the United States under the 
Gl Bill and other Veterans Administration 
<VA> programs, according to the agency’s 
preliminary statistics 
A total of 55,000 persons trained abroad in 


fiscal year 1973 under the Gl Bill and the 
Dependents’ Educational Assistance (DEA) 
programs. This is a 77 percent hike over the 
previous year. 

When final statistics are in, officials expect 
fiscal 1974 enrollments to reach 65,000. 
Currently, eligible persons may train in VA- 


approved courses at any of more than 800 
schools in 60 countries. 

AMONG THE 55,000 students were 19,500 
veterans, 30,000 servicemen and 5,500 
dependents and survivors of dependents 
Most of the servicemen studied under the 
agency’s Predischarge Education Program 


(PREP) which allows servicemen tn take, 
without loss of basic entitlement, courses 
needed to qualify for higher education 
Training outside the United States has been 
available to veterans and servicemen since 
the World War II original Gl Bill was enacted, 
but the bmefit was extended in October 1972, 


to eligible wives, husbands, widows, 
widowers and children under the DEA 
program. 

VA officials stressed that — except for 
servicemen in PREP — training abroad must 
be in institutions of higher learning.

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Ed bill limits 
busing by court

Congress has completed 
action on a massive $25.2 
million federal aid to 
education bill which limits to 
someextoit the right of courts 
to order busing of school 
children 

By a vote of 323-S3 the House 
last week accepted a con- 
ference committee report 
earlier approved by the 
Senate and sent the measure 
to President Nixon for either 
his signature making the bill 
law or his veto. 

Enactment of the measure 
into law now is regarded as a 
certainty. 

COUPLED W ITH the recent 
Supreme Court decision 
banning almost all busing 
across jurisdictional lines, the 
Congressional action clearly 
has removed the emotional 
busing issue from a central 
position in the political arena 
which it has occupied for the 
past few years. 

In the final version of the 
education bill, the strict anti- 
busing provisions sought by a 
majority o& the House were 
watered down by the Senate 
conferees. 

Rep. v Marvin Esch (R- 
Mich ), Rep. William D. Ford 
(D-Mich ), and other strong 
opponents of busing charged 
that the anti-busing provisions 
of the legislation largely have w 
been nullified. They irged 
that the measure be sent back 
to conference but they debated 
their case with little fire. 

The Supreme Court decision 
on the greater Detroit 
metropolitan area case 
clearly has calmed a lot of 
tempers. Also there was a 
wide spread feeling that large 
numbers of black and white 
parents alike in various parts 
of the country were relieved 
that the whole busing concept 
of attaining racial balance in 
classrooms seemed to be 
fading. 

REP. CARL D Perkins (D- 
Ken>, chairman of the House 
Education Committee, ef- 
fectively urged House ap- 
proval of the conference 
committee reports. He said: 

“We have brought to this 
chamber the best possible bill 
attainable There are more 
anti-busing provisions in this 
bill than you have ever had 
before from Congress.” 

The giant education bill 
provides funding for the next 
four years- for a whole spec- 
trum of federal educational 
programs — money, which 
practically every school 
district in the country is 
counting on. 

That was one over-riding 
reason that House members 
found it difficult to vote 
against the conference report. 

DURING THE debate 
Perkins warned that if the 
conference report was 
rejected federal funding for 
elementary and secondary 
education would have to be 
done through continuing 
resolution and localities could 
expect to lose money under 
that arrangement 
The approved bill would 
prohibit the busing of pupils to 
schools further than the 
nearest or next nearest to 
their homes. 

An exception could be maae, 
however, when a federal court 
found busing was the only 
available remedy to protect 
minority student’s Con- 
stitutional rights of equal
